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PARM HISTORY 


4 DLE HOUR STOCK FARM, located on the Old Frankfort Pike. 
Fayette County, Kentucky, five miles west of the city of Lexington 
was established in 1906 by E. R. Bradley. The original tract of 
land purchased from Miss Bessie Price and her sister, was known as Ash 
Grove Stock Farm, so named because of the many beautiful ash trees there- 
on. It contained three hundred and thirty-six acres, and had become famous 
as the home and burial place of “George Wilkes”, that great trotter who 
left his impress indelibly upon the Standard Bred Horse of America. Also, 
in the time of Colonel William E. Simmons, a small stud of Thoroughbred 
mares had been kept upon this farm, which is in the heart of the far-famed 
Blue Grass Region. 


When he became its owner, Mr. Bradley changed the name to Idle 
Hour Stock Farm, indicative of his intention to have it as his place apart 
from business; and by purchase of adjacent farms extended it to approxi- 
mately thirteen hundred acres. From the first hour of his proprietorship, 
Mr. Bradley has spared no expense in equipping Idle Hour Farm, and in 
the fertilization of his land. 


The home thereon is one of the most attractive in Central Kentucky. 
The barns and fences are well built and well kept. The paddocks are 
roomy and well shaded. The pastures are spacious, luxuriant, sweet and 
shaded by magnificent trees of several varieties. Pure water is in abundance 
in all the paddocks and pastures. 


In short, Idle Hour Stock Farm is one of the prettiest of the numerous 
great Thoroughbred nurseries for which this section of Kentucky is world 
famous. 


The fame that the Idle Hour Farm enjoys today is largely due to 
Mr. Bradley’s efforts, and his unparalleled success as a breeder and de- 
veloper of Thoroughbreds. 

The bloodstock at Idle Hour Farm has now attained a distinctiveness 
which was Mr. Bradley's aim when he entered the ranks of the Thoroughbred 
horse breeders. He has not bred for the market primarily, but has chosen 
to race under his own colors most of the sons and daughters of the sires and

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dams at Idle Hour, which have had their first lessons on the farm track. His 
racing stable annually has gone out to the number of approximately forty, 
competing with the best at the more prominent tracks of the country. 


The broodmares at Idle Hour Farm are a select lot, and are there by 
right of performance, production and royal lineage. 

No more fitting tribute has ever been paid the Idle Hour Stock 
‘Farm and its founder than that which js expressed in the words of Dr. 
Leach, the celebrated pedigree expert and turf writer, “It is a spot whose 
attractions both natural and artificial it would be difficult to exaggerate: 
and I know not whether to admire most the beauty of .its situation, the 
skill with which its operations have been planned, or the well nigh perfect 
generalship with which they have been executed. Annually, just at this 
spring season of the year, it has been my practice to make a pleasant pil- 
grimage to Idle Hour, and each time on my return, I find myself more 
than ever convinced that the Blue Grassonian is not yet fully awake to the 
grass growing possibilities of this especial region, one which is by nature 
the best adapted in the entire country to the better and more successful 
horse breeding than others.

Mr. Bradley’s theory in the raising and developing of Thoroughbreds 
is that, “There are four cardinal virtues to which the breeder must adhere— 
food, light, water and air”. It goes without saying these four should be 
pure and sanitary. There is nothing too good to feed a horse; you cannot 
give him too much sun light; water should be without contamination; and 
the air should be free from all foul odors.

kK. R. Bradley Horses win total of $260,616 up to October first, which 
places this stable near the top of the ladder for this year. 


E.R. Bradley, master of Idle Hour Farm, one of Kentucky’s 
foremost breeding establishments, enjoyed his most successful year 
as an owner in 1926, according to figures compiled by the Daily Rac- 
ing Form. Not only did his horses Bubbling Over and Bagenbaggage 
finish first and second in the Kentucky Derby, glory enough for any 
owner, but Bagenbaggage and Boot to Boot also ran first and second 
in the Latonia Derby, and these same two horses ran first and second 
in the New Orleans Derby, and Boot to Boot later in the Summer 
won the Ohio Derby and the American Derby at Chicago, value 
$100,000.

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THE HIGH COST OF CONDUCTING 
A RACING STABLE 


HEN the every day public goes racing occasionally for sport and 
sees a good horse win the Kentucky Derby or some other great 
' feature event worth anywhere from $10,000.00 to $100,000.00, 
they are apt to think that racing is a “bed of roses” for those fortunate 
enough to own horses that can win such races. This is correct to a certain 
extent. The trouble, though, is that only occasionally does a really success- 
ful horse “come along”, and there is nothing to indicate to the spectator 
the lean years the owner experiences when his good horses are scarce. 


The most important racing stables do not pay expenses; and are never 
expected to do so by their owners, who race, and in most cases breed their 
own stock for the mere love of the sport and for the inducement to go 
out more into the health-giving open air than would be the case jf they 
had not a definite and very attractive object in view. 


Putting to one side all the immense cost of establishing a racing stable, 
either by purchase of good animals or by breeding them and waiting for 
the produce to be old enough to race, I shall confine myself to the cost of 
running a large racing stable such as that conducted by the Idle Hour Stock 
Farm Stable. This stable goes out from the farm annually about the first 
of April with forty-five head of horses, all bred and raised on Idle Hour 
Farm. This number is divided into two divisions: one in charge of William 
Hurley, and H. J. Thompson in charge of the other. 

It requires four large express cars to move these two stables and their 
equipment. They are shipped to many different points during the course 
of a season’s racing such as Louisville, Ky., Latonia. Ky., Chicago, Ill... St. 
Louis, Mo., Saratoga Springs, N. Y., Belmont Park, N. Y., Pimlico, Md.. 
Havre de Grace, Md., New Orleans. La., and many other points where a 
feature race is being run. So the reader can readily see that shipping 
charges for a large stable are a costly item. 

A caretaker and an exercise boy are allotted to each pair of horses, like- 
wise a foreman, who acts as an assistant to each trainer. This brings the 
number of employees required in the care of the horses to more than forty- 
five men. The railroad fare of these men and boys runs into quite a large 
figure. The stables also carry their own cooking outfit in order to insure 
prompt and efficient service. To conduct such a kitchen requires capable 
cooks and up-to-date utensils and equipment. The cost of feeding each man 
averages about $45.00 per month. 
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This however is only the beginning in the way of expense. In every 
high class racing stable there are about three jockeys under contract, and 
their salaries and expenses will average near $15,000.00 per year each 
according to their competency and reputation. It is a very difficult task 
to estimate the cost of a trainer: some men are paid startling salaries, while 
others work on a salary with a 10% bonus of all purses won. The re- 
‘imbursement naturally follows the line of demonstrated value and_ the 
ability to produce results. 

Under the head of equipment, which is commonly termed tack, come 
racing colors, blankets, sheets, bridles, halters, saddles, saddle cloths, whips. 
buckets and many articles too numerous to mention, yet by no means a 
small detail—here may be written off at least $2,500.00 per season. Each 
horse requires one set of shoes each month at a cost of $6.00 per set, so 
even the blacksmith bill runs up. 

The food for the horses is carefully selected, only the best hay, straw, 
bran and oats being used. Nevada hay and Northern mixed hay of the 
best quality sometimes costs as high as $45.00 per ton depending largely 
at what point it is purchased. The cost of feeding a horse now-a-days will 
run very close to $1.00 per day. | | 

Next to the trainers’ and jockeys’ salaries probably the most expensive 
items are the entrance fees and forfeits in future stake events. Annually a 
large sum of money is “burned up” in entries and forfeits. This is due to 
the fact that the majority of the large stake events are sometimes one or 
two years distant from the time of nominating. By the time the race is 
run many horses, who have been entered have met with accident of some 
sort and are unable to start, thereby losing all the payments of entrance 
money. 

Veterinary service and medicine are also quite an expense, for in a 
large stable there is always a “sick-list’’, 

Roughed out along these practical lines it is evident that it is a hard 
matter in bringing horses into racing condition for big stakes such as the 
Kentucky Derby or other feature events. 

It should be more widely known and understood that a high class racing 
stable can be conducted only along such very expensive lines, and that 
the most representative of our big racing stables never even expect to face 
anything but a heavy deficit at the end of the season. It is not a bad thing 
to think about, or talk about next time one sees a large field of nationally 
known horses on their way to the post in some old established classic of 
apparent great money value to the winning owner.

But I didn’t feel any tinge of resentment. | merely felt regret. I 
regretted that I hadn’t even bet on the Bradley stable to win the Derby that 
I might have at least a sort of non-resident share in the Kentucky enthusiasm. 

Now then, you may say a horse race is a mighty little thing to produce 
all this fuss. 

If you say that you do not understand, and not understanding it is 
useless to argue with you. 

There was in that outburst, not only Kentucky’s joy over a Kentucky 
victory in a horse race, but Kentucky’s defiance to those who had planned 
to steal one little mite of Kentucky prestige, whether represented by men 
or horses. 

Behind it was the same general sentiment that rallies Kentuckians to 
arms against a foe. That Kentucky crowd didn’t see only the Kentucky 
horses, Bubbling Over and Bagenbaggage galloping there in front of the 
colors of the East. It saw the glory of Kentucky, spread before alien eyes 
like a banner in the sky. 

I say to you here that I love every blade in the blue grass because of 
the loyalty of Kentuckians to Kentucky, because of their PRIDE OF 
RACE. I despise the man who speaks disparagingly of his home town, or 
his home State—the professional non-homer which has become a familiar 
type in some parts of the land, though I rather doubt that he exists in 
Kentucky. 

My neat, but not gaudy made-in-Baltimore straw hat is lifted once more 
to Kentucky in something more than a casual gesture. 

I have said before in this column that the Kentucky Derby is the great- 
est of all the American sports spectacles, but I was never before fortunate 
enough to see it as a real Kentucky victory with Kentucky horses running 
one-two. 

[ am inclined to think that the demonstration over Bubbling Over— 
they refer to him in Kentucky, lovingly, just as “‘Bubblin” and over Bagen- 
baggage, too, was “tops’’, as the boys say, in volume and in fervor, and in 
reflecting something more real, more genuine in feeling than mere delight 
over winning a bet. 

Which, unfortunately, is the basis of the average demonstration of the 
kind. °

He was retired to the stud in 1905 and has sired many winners and sires, which 
have afterwards gained Prominence, among them, White Star, Absurd, The Story, Sunbright, Ra- 
diant, Sunder (sire of winners of over $200,000.00), Golden Sun (sire of the winners of 128 
races and about $250,000.00), Argos, Sunflower IT., Sunspot, Lady Josephine, Sun Worship (dam 
of Solario, winner of the Ascot Derby, Princess of Wales’ Stake, and the St. Leger), etc. 


ANGELIC, dam of North Star III., won as a two-year-old and did not race afterward. Her first foal, 
Angela, by Bill of Portland, was sent to South America. Then came Sun Cloud, a winner, by Sun- 
dridge, and after him, Sun Yat, also by Sundridge, which won over 533,000. The fourth foal was 
Jove, by Your Majesty, which won as a two-year-old in England and was sent to India. Starflight by 
Sunstar, was her fifth foal, and she went to the stud as a three-year-old in 1916. North Star III. 
was the sixth foal. Since then she has foaled Sun Angel by Sunstar, and Avenge by Othello, the 
latter being sent to Australia. 


FOTA, grandam of North Star III., started but three times. Her first foal was Lonely Isle (by Low- 
land Chief), who at two years old, 1896, won the Hollybush Plate at Newton. She also produced the 
winners Goodbye John (May Plate at Hurst Park), Congratulation (Fryston Nursery Handicap,

‘duced the winners Dolly Varden (a two-year-old winner 1913) and Broken Doll, Prendergast Stakes, 
1915, at two, and War Doll, dam of Relay (Walden Stakes 1921). 


PHOTINIA also foaled the winners Phocion (Chaplin Stakes, Lincoln, Ascot Derby, St. James Palace 
Stakes at Ascot, etc.), Athenai’s Pheon (Durdan’s Plate, 114 miles, £935), and Phlegeston. She 
also foaled several daughters which bred winners. 


E produced Orbit, winner as a two-year-old of the Kempton Park Champion Nursery, £900; 
 eieaios Narkery, Newmarket, Doveridge Stakes, and at three the Craven Stakes, Newmarket, Eclipse 
Stakes, £10,000, and was sent to Argentina, where he was the leading stallion for several years. 
YOUNG ALICE produced Ben Battle, winner of the Irish Derby and four Queen’s Plates, and sire of

*NORTH STAR III., sire of Bandanna Days, won two races in England as a two-year-old, 
the Barton Mills Nursery Handicap and the Middle Park Plate at Newmarket. He was 
imported to this country in 1916 by Mr. A. K. Macomber. Mr. Bradley purchased him 
from Mr. Macomber at Saratoga in 1917 and installed him as premier sire at Idle Hour 
Farm.’ *North Star III. has proved to be a great success in the stud, and during his 
career has sired many winners, including: Busy American (Blue Grass Stakes), Bet 
Mosie (second in Kentucky Derby), Blane Seing (Tijuana Derby), Blossom Time 
(Pimlico Futurity, Brilliance and Consolation Stakes), Betty Beall (Ft. Thomas Handi- 
cap), Blue Warbler (Matron and Spinaway), Kentucky Cardinal (Queen City Handi- 
cap), Boon Companion (Miami Handicap), Bubbling Over (Nursery Handicap, Cham- 
Ppagne Stakes and second in Pimlico and Breeders Futurity as a two-year-old; Blue 
Grass Stakes and Kentucky Derby as a three-year-old), Boot to Boot (American Derby, 
Ohio State Derby), Barcolo (Enquirer Handicap), High Star (Endurance Handicap), 
and many others including twelve winning two-year-olds up to August 1 in 1926, 
among them Draconis (Colorado, Juvenile and Tremont Stakes winner). 


SUNSTAR, grandsire of Bandanna Days, was a stake winner of $82,000.00. As a two- 
year-old he won the Exeter and Hopeful Stakes at Newmarket, and the International 
Two-Year-Old Stakes at Kempton. As a three-year-old he was unbeaten, winning the 
2000 Guineas, the Derby (in a field of twenty-six), and the Newmarket Stakes. He 
stood third on the list of winning sires in 1918 and 1925 in England: among his get 
are Buchan (sire of Bucellas, winner of the Jockey Club Stakes 1925), Somme Kiss 
(winner Newmarket Stakes and successful] sire), Craig an Eran (2000 Guineas, 
Eclipse, St. James’ Palace Stakes and second in Derby), Zambo (Royal Standard, 
St. James’ Palace, Great Yorkshire, and second in St. Leger and Eclipse), etc. 


LOVE NOT, dam of Bandanna Days, was a winner at two and three years old. She is 
the dam of the speedy Blind Baggage, Believe Me Boys (a good racer and producer), 
Believe Me Girls, and Believe Idle Hour (winner of Clipsetta, Tomboy and Breeders’ 
Futurity Stakes in 1920, and a winner in 1921). Love Not is a full sister to Tranid 
(dam of Betelguese) who won four races at two, including Eastern Shore and Erden- 
heim Handicap, and a winner at three. *Voter, dam of Bandanna Days, was the winner 
of twenty races, his victories including the Billow Stakes, Winged Foot Handicap, 
White Plains Handicap at two; Metropolitan Handicap, Montauk Highweight Handicap; 
Coney Island Handicap; Cyclone Handicap, etc. at three; at four he was in England, 
returned to this country the following year and won five races out of six starts that 
year; the Toboggan Handicap, the Coney Island Handicap, etc. as a six-year old; and 
the Coney Island Handicap and The Flight as a seven-year-old. He is the sire of 
Ballot, Electioneer, Suffrage, The Manager; and a successful broodmare sire. 


TRUE LOVE, grandam of Bandanna Days, is a half-sister to Crowned Queen, dam of 
Evelina, the producer of Crownlet (who foaled Penang) and Rather Royal, winner of 
36 races. 

*CITRONELLA foaled the good winners Compensation, Bessie McCarthy (four seasons 
and dam of Grace and Jessie Jr.) and Sir Lancelot and the producer Forbidden Fruit, 
dam of Apple. *Citronella is a full sister to the stake winner *Bassetlaw, a success- 
ful sire. 

MARQUESA was a capital winner, and in addition to Bassetlaw, also foaled Marcus, a 
winner, and is a sister to the producer Madrillna, dam of Madreperla and Old Guard, 
winners, and the producer *Galena, dam of the American winners Flying Bess and 
Lady Berkley. 

MURCIA also foaled the winners Satire, Vivandiere and Andorra, also dam of Estella, 
dam of the producers Clear Case, Victoria and Extelle, from whom come many good 
winners.

KINGSTON, sire of Bandello, campaigned very successfully for several seasons, winning 
89 races and $139,562. He is the sire of Satin Slipper, Kingdom, Admifation, Ballyhoo 
Bey (Futurity, etc.), Godfrey, Ildrim (Belmont Stakes), Kindred, Vulcain, Kentucky, 
King’s Courier (a stake winner in the United States and England, and a sire in the 
latter country), The Lady (innumerable wins), Orloff, Jake Weber, Kunja, Stolen Mo- 
ments, Dolly Spanker (a stake winner of many races), Port Royal, By Ways, Delagoa, 

30 wins; Durbar, Federal (a great campaigner), King Croker, Robin Hood, 49 wins; 

Hurst Park, Coy Maid (a stake winner at two, three and four), Lancastrian, Lancashire 

(a good winner in England), King’s Gem, Dazzle, La Victa, Nellette, Blucher, Clarion, 

Kearsage, Ringdove, Ondurdis, Toboggan, Sir Kingston, Wild Mint, Molesey, Chulita, 

Rose Queen (an Oaks winner), etc. He headed the list of winning sires in 1900, 

and has always been prominent. 


SPENDTHRIFT, grandsire of Bandello, won all his races at two years old, five in number, 
including the Sanford Stakes at a mile. At three, he started eight times, won five and 
was second in the others. His wins include the Belmont Stakes, 1% miles, Lorillard 
Stakes, Jersey Derby, 1% miles, etc. Among his get may be mentioned Lamplighter, 
Bankrupt, Hastings, Lazzarone, Stockton, Golden Reel, Speedwell, Defaulter and 
scores of others.

*MAID OF ERIN, dam of Bandello, also produced Blarney Stone (a stake winner in 
England), Miss Douglass (a winner in England), the American winners Fortune 
Teller and Kilkenny Boy, and the producer Home Rule (dam of Henpeck, a winner 
and dam of Marmite, four wins 1918 at two and Ragazza). 

*MAVOURNEEN, grandam of Bandello, was a stake winner and raced up to six years of 
age. She is the dam of imp. Voter, a high class stake winner and leading sire, and Nora 
Creina, who produced the stake winner Lahore and Fairlight, a winner in England. 
Voter, Maid of Erin and Nora Creina were Mavourneen’s only foals. 


GAYDENE was a stake winner and also foaled the winner Gaydell. Gaydene had but 
three foals in England, being subsequently sent to Austria, where she produced suc- 
cessfully. 


FLORA MacDONALD bred the stake winner Donald (Shrewsbury Cup, etc.). and the 
winners Scotch Lass and Tottenham. 


MAYFLOWER won the Gratwick Produce Stakes and also produced Jeannie Deans, a 
winner and dam of the winner A Life’s Mistake. Mayflower was sent to France and 
produced there the winner Mansuetude. 


SUNFLOWER is the ancestress of a splendid branch of the No. 1 family, among its 
English representatives being Eager, Haut Brion, Balsarroch, Galeottia (1000 Guineas, 
etc.), Positano (Aust.), Laveno, Orvieto, Gay Crusader (2000 Guineas, New, Derby 
Stakes, etc., in 1917), Cyllius, Comus, Meddlesome Maid (France), Phalaris, The 
Vizier, Solaro, Coltness, etc., and imp. Voter, imp. Peep o’ Day, Campfire (Futurity, 
etc.), Colonial Girl ($40,000 St. Louis Fair Handicap, etc.), in this country.

He is the sire of Easter 
Bonnet, Boots and Shoes, Peggy O., Ann M., Pearl Boots, Boot Straps, Pretty Mally, 
Crestwood Boy, Saddle and Boots, Saddle Ring, Bad Luck and other good winners. 
Bartered won at two years old and was four times second. 


*VOTER, grandsire of Bartered, won twenty races, including the Billow Stakes, Winged 
Foot Handicap at two, White Plains, Metropolitan, Montauk, Highweight, Coney Island, 
Cyclone Handicaps at three; sent to England and after returning to this country, 
won the Toboggan, Coney Island (at both six and seven years old), Flight Handicaps, 
etc. He also sired Electioneer ($56,380.00 and a sire), Ballot (stakes winner of 
$154,545.00, and never lower than fifth on the list of Winning sires since 1916), Meet- 
ing House (stakes winner and sire in England), etc. His dam also produced Maid of 
Erin, dam of the superior sire, Celt.

TO AGNES, which follows, trace many of the best race horses, sires and brood mares 
of the past thirty years, among them, in addition to St. Gatien, and Broomstick, such 
as Buchan, Papyrus, Craig an Eran, Pommern, Sunny Jane (Oaks), Sardanapale, 
Verwood, Troutbeck, Sceptre, Ormonde, Martagon, Desmond, Vedas, Zinfandel, Mun- 
caster, Kendal, etc.

BUCKWHEAT, sire of Batter Cake, won in England as a two-year-old the May Plate at 
Newmarket. As a three-year-old Buckwheat won the Brighton Cup, Duke of York 
Stakes (114 miles, of 1,665 sovereigns), Long Distance Plate, Doncaster (21% miles), 
and as a four-year-old the son of Martagon won the Prince Edward Handicap (1},4 
miles) of 1,670 sovereigns. Buckwheat is the sire of many winners in England and was 
later sent to Australia, where he now is in service and adding additional fame to his 
already excellent reputation as a sire. Buckwheat in the male line is a descendant of 
Bend Or, and Bend Or sires are uniformily successful as brood mare Sires. Bend Or 
himself, being the sire of Ornament, dam of Sceptre and Star Ruby, as well as Fairy 
Gold, dam of Fair Play, Friar Rock, etc. 


MARTAGON, grandsire of Batter Cake, won the Triennial] Produce Stakes, Ascot Vase, 
Goodwood Cup, etc., and is the sire of Woolwinder, Musa, Wuffy, Mintagon, Champs de 
Mars, Cap Martin, Jaquemart, Mandelay, Galloway, Mazagan, etc. His daughter, 
Musa, won the Oaks and produced Mirska; another of his daughter’s, Marion Hood, 
produced Sunbonnet. 


BATTER CAKE, as a two-year-old won the Cincinnati Trophy in a field of fourteen. She 
is the dam of Breakfast Bell, a winner for four seasons including two stakes, and 
Buckwheat Cake, a good race mare, finishing second in the Kentucky Oaks and third 
in the Latonia Oaks. 


*MACAROON is the dam of “Butterscotch (winner of three races 1916, and a winner 
1917 and 1918). Her first foal in England was Tipsy Cake (a two-year-old winner 
1914), and the American winners Blowing Bubbles, Black Betty, Betty Beall (Ft. 
Thomas Handicap), Brilliant Cast and the producer *Biscuit Tortoni. 


ST. ROSALIA died young, having only four foals. 


ROSALIE won no less than eight races and is the dam of Doricles, who at two years 
old, dead-heated with Veles for the July Stakes at Newmarket £1,560. At three 
years old Doricles won the Brighton Cup, £485, Champion Breeders Stakes, Derby £495, 
and the St. Leger, £5,425, and was second in the 2000 Guineas, also second in the 
Newmarket Stakes (beaten a short head by William the Third), of £2,966, and second 
in the St. George Stakes, Liverpool, of £1,719. 


PITTERI won two races at two years old and is also the dam of the winners Ballet Dancer 
(winner of eight races) and Blush. She is a daughter of The Prime Minister, who 
won the Clearwell Stakes, Port Stakes, etc., and got numerous good brood mares. 


LURLEY won three races and was a most remarkable brood mare, being the dam of ten 
winners. She produced Jack o’ Lantern (who won eight races, including the Column 
Produce Stakes and New Biennial at Ascot and a sire of winners), Lady Hester (winner 
of 12 races of the value of over $12,000), Pitteri (above), Lady Grace, Lorelei (winner of 
over 56,000), Watersprite (winner of nine races), Will o’ the Wisp, Water Kelpie, 
Mirage and Mr. Pitt. The latter won ten races and over $20,000 at two, and later 
captured five races and over $7,500. Lurley is a half-sister to Gemma di Vergy, win- 
ner of the Fernhill Stakes and many other races, and sire of Rococo. 


SNOWDROP is the dam of Lady (a good producer) and of Violet, grandam of Vigilant, 
winner of the Grande Poule des Products and the Grand Criterium of £758 and sire 
of Kasbah, dam of the Grand Prix winner Kizil Kourgan. She is a daughter of Heron, 
who won 17 races, including the Wolverhampton Stakes, Leamington Stakes, Bretby Cup, 
Liverpool Cup, Lichfield Gold Cups, etc., and sired Fisherman, who won 65 races, in- 
cluding the Ascot Gold Cup, twice, Queen’s Vase at Ascot; was sent to Australia, 
where he became a phenomenal success as a sire.

She foaled the winners Saints’ Mead, Mead (winner six 
races, value £5,449 and was third in the St. Leger; sire of many winners in S. America), 
Chatsworth (winner three races, value £1,160 and ran second in Goodwood Cup, etc.), 
and Victoria (winner Great Surrey Foal Stakes of £934). Meadow Chat also foaled Ecila, 
the dam of Princess de Galles (winner five races, value £6,110, including the Coronation 
Stakes, Ascot, £3,050, with Electra second; also second to Electra in 1000 Guineas and 
second to Perola in the Oaks; dam of La Marquise, who won £1,970 at two years, 
etc.). Ecila also bred Osella (winner Hurst Park Foal Stakes of £1,135) and other 
winners. 


STONE CLINK was a winner of twelve races, value £3,888, including the Cesarewitch. 
(214 miles) and Northumberland Plate (2 miles). She is dam of Stone Chack (winner 
of three races, including Great Northern Leger, £787) and Meadow Chat. 


STONE CHAT produced ten winners of about 80 races on the flat and across country, viz., 
Stone Clink (above), Chack Bird (winner nine races, value £1,252), Sedge Chat 
(winner six races, value £1,300), Cambalu, Sarra, Roseal, Stone Deaf, Desert Chat, Sand 
Chat, and Fallow Chat (winner Manchester November Handicap and £3,027 and dam 
of five winners, including Killigrew, who won Northumberland Plate and £2,491, and 
Bird of March, who produced several winners and is grandam of First Flier, winner of 
Irish Derby and £3,086 and in India of Viceroy’s Cup and deadheated in Aga Khan’s 
Cup). 

FURZE CHAT (the next dam) was a winner and dam of Hollywood (winner of Liver- 
pool Spring Cup and other races, and sire of winners). Furze Chat is half-sister to St. 
Editha, the dam of St. Gatien (who deadheated in the Derby, and won the Cesarewitch, 
Ascot Gold Cup and Gold Vase, Jockey Club Cup, etc.). St. Editha is grandam of 
Marcion and of *Elf (the dam of Broomstick).

MAGELLAN, sire of *Serelia, won as a two-year-old, Prix Frontin, and as a three-year-old 
Prix du Printemps and Prix des Boulaix, Grand Prix d’Ostende, Prix Monarch and a 
total of 133,360 francs. Magellan is the sire of a number of winners in France and 
Belgium, in which latter country, he now stands for service. Magellan out of his few 
starters in this country, is the sire of Panaman (1920-1921) Piedra, Sylvana, Glenn, 
(nine races 1921) Tarascon, Sayona, etc. Daughters of Magellan, because of his Galo- 
pin descent, through Perth, War Dance and Galliard, that his dam Pietra Mala, is a 
daughter of Le Sancy’s sire the Two Thousand Guineas winner Atlantic, and that his 
grandam, Little Sister, is a grand daughter of the Matchem horse Young Melbourne, 
are practically certain to attain success as brood mares. 


SERIE, dam of *Serelia, won in France as a three-year-old 11,225 francs, including Prix 
de la Meuse; as a four-year-old Serie won two races and as a five-year-old three races 
and 10,000 francs. Serie’s sire, Matchmaker, won the Ascot Derby, Ham and Gratwicke 
Stakes and City of London Breeder’s Foal Stakes, and was a sire of note. His 
daughter, Mother-in-Law, is the dam of the good horse Son-in-Law. 


SEAMSTRESS, foaled the winners Ninepence and Wooistone, and is a daughter of St. 
Simon’s sire Galopin, sire of the dams of Lemberg, Bayardo, Flying Fox, Orme, Ayr- 
shire, Surefoot, etc. in England and in this country of Disguise and the Oaks winner 
Cap and Bells. ; 


NEEDLES, dam of Seamstress, won two races as a two-year-old, including the Rancliffe 
Plate, four races as a three-year-old, among them the Beaufort Handicap, Appleby 
Plate of 775 sovereigns and Robert de Witville Handicap of 489 sovereigns. Needles 
produced the winners King’s Letter and Pins, three races as a three-year-old, seven at 
five and again a winner at six. 


BEAUHARNAIS, a winner of nine races, was a daughter of the Royal Hunt Cup and Cam- 
bridgeshire winner See Saw, and in addition to Needles, produced Josie and Soult, 
winner of one race as a juvenile, four races as a four-year-old, including the Liverpool 
Steward’s Cup and Lancashire October Handicap of 462 sovereigns, and as a five-year- 
old the Ovingdean Plate. Soult was exported into New Zealand, where he became 
leading sire for five seasons. 


JOSEPHINE also produced The Gordon Knot, Untie, The Oracle, The Porter’s Knot, 
Hortense, Knight of Snowden, Love Knot, Fifi, Whitebait, Malmaison, Prince Eugene 
and Queen of Holland. 

Serelia, is a member of the Anticipation branch of the No. 4 family, from which have 
come many of the best race horses and also sires, which have appeared in the last 
fifty years.

Guineas and £23,150), Grand Joy, Review Order (winner of four races, £5,091 at two 
years, 1925, and good winner in 1926), etc. 


ORBY, grandsire of *Solstice II., won the Ear] of Sefton’s Plate, Baldoyle Plate, the 
Derby at Epsom and the Irish Derby. He is the sire of Diadumenos, Flying Orb, The 
Boss, Glencairn, San Benito, etc. His get are the winners of 207 races for a value of 
£92,577; and his daughters are the dams of 33 winners. 


SOLARIS, dam of *Solstice II., is a young mare bred in 1918, but did not race. *Solstice 
II is her first foal. Her second foal, Ponova, is now a two-year-old. 


SLY LASSIE ran four times at three years, without success. Her first foal, Sly Star, 
was a winner at three years. After Producing Solaris, her second foal, Sly Lassie was 
covered in 1918 by Greenback and sent to Brazil. 


SLY LADY was placed third twice at three years. She is dam of Tierce (winner). Sly 
Lady had four foals in England, all fillies, and was covered in 1919 by *Nassovian and 
Sent to France, where she Produced the winners Salome and Pickwick Club. 


MISS LANGDEN produced Lady St. George (winner of five races, value £1,222 and dam 
of Hamara, winner of many races), Langden Girl (dam of Percy, a high class two- 
year-old in Austria, 1913, when he won £2,398), and Lady St. John (dam of four 
winners, including Lady Forfar, who also produced winners). 


LADY LANGDEN is the dam of Hampton, winner of nearly £10,000 including Goodwood 
and Doncaster Cups, Northumberland Plate and 17 other races. Hampton was one of 
the most successful sires ever known in England. From 1882 to 1904 he sired the 
winners of about 540 flat races, value £264,280. Hampton was Champion Sire in 1894, 
and sire of three Derby winners, viz: Ayrshire (sire of *Ayrladdie, *Traquair, 
etc.), Ladas and Merry Hampton; also sire of Reve d’Or (winner of the Oaks), as 
well as *Flavus, Bay Ronald, Sheen and Perdita II. (the dam of Persimmon). Lady 
Langden is also dam of Sir Bevys (winner of the Derby in 1879 and sire of numerous 
winners). 


HARICOT was a winner of 17 races over distances up to three miles. She won the 
Manchester Cup (134 miles) and many races over two miles. Haricot is the dam of 
Caller Ou (winner of the St. Leger, beating the Derby winner, Kettledrum, North- 
umberland Plate, York Cup, 36 Queen’s Plates and 12 other races; she also produced 
good winners). MHaricot also produced Freeman (winner Alexandra Plate, 3 miles, 
Goodwood Stakes, 214 miles, Tradesmen’s Cup, and 6 other races), Canty Boy, etc. She 
is grandam of Pandore, The Pearl, Poldoody, etc. 


QUEEN MARY (the next dam) is the dam of Blink Bonny (winner of the Derby and 
Oaks, and the dam of Blair Athol, winner of the Derby and St. Leger, and sire of the 
winners of £197,438, and four times Champion Sire), Blinkhoolie (won Alexandra 
Plate, and Gold Vase, Ascot, and seven other races; sire of Wisdom), Broomielaw, 
Bonnie Scotland (also a most successful sire in U. S. A.), Betie, Balrownie, Benvoirloch, 
Haricot, Bonny Bell (dam also of Beauclerc), Braxey (winner 15 races and grandam of 
Tristan, winner 28 races including Ascot Gold Cup), etc. From Queen Mary in female 
line descend such high-class winners as Bayardo, Lemberg, La Roche (winner Oaks 
and dam of Almissa and Cannobie), Perola, Poseidon, My Dear, etc. 
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Tap Root, the old Bald Peg mare (Family No. 6).

His sons are very successful race horses and 
sires. He got White Knight ($70,985.00 and a siré), Aboyer (Derby, etc.), Craiganour 
(about $55,000.00, and sold for $150,000.00), Sir Archibald, Lomond, Charles O’Malley, 
Hapsburg, *Atheling II., Brummel, etc. 


WOOD DAISY, dam of *Wick, only ran twice at three years. She is dam of the winners 
Woodwild (stake winner three races), Margarethal (winner three races £3,318, including 
Buckenham Stakes of £2,250 and First Spring Two-Year-Old Stakes of £897 at two 
years and dam of Monsieur and Duse Benito), Wood Girl (placed second twice and 
third once in England; sent to Barbados and won there 11 races in 1922), Wisket 
(winner in 1922 Curragh Handicap of £412 and was also winner up to 1925), Atheling 
(winner three races £2,339; won his only starts at two years, viz., Dewhurst Plate, 
beating a high-class field, and Hopeful Stakes, third to Margarethal in Buckenham 
Stakes of £2,250, third to Hurry On and Clarissimus in St. Leger Substitute, second 
in only start at four years, 1917, when he was sent to U. S. A. where he is a successful 
sire), *Fair Daisy, winner in England 1923, also winner in Ceylon. 


MOUNTAIN DAISY won the Bretby Stakes, Free Handicap £1,625, dam of Ben Alder 
(sire of winners), Tegdirb (winner three races and £458), Dragoman, Daisy Square, 
Daisy Chain, Paquerette and *Montifoin Girl, a winner both here and in England. 


LIGHT OF OTHER DAYS is dam of Woolsthorpe (winner of 9 races and £3,522 and 
sire of winners in U. S. A.), Curio (winner £4,093 and third in 2000 Guineas), Spur 
Royal (winner £1,806), Aureus, Ecu d’ Or, Mountain Daisy and Bonnie Wee Thing. 


METEOR is dam of Mask (winner 10 races, £9,514, and placed third in the Derby to Bend 
Or), Star (winner £1,780, including Rose Plate, 2 miles), Argo Navis (winner £2,750), 
and Radiancy (dam of Sheen, winner of the Cesarewitch and nine other races, value 
£7,962 and sire of the winners of 171 races, value £64,671). Star produced Toute Suite, 
the dam of Hurry On, unbeaten, the best horse of his year and sire of Captain Cuttle, 
winner of the Derby 1922, and £14,179. Hurry On was head of Sires of Winning Two- 
Year-Olds 1922. 


DUTY is dam of Faith, Miss Stockwell, Tribute, Miss Dayrell and On Guard, the winners 
of 41 races. Miss Dayrell produced 6 winners, including Miss Dollar (winner of 
Duke of York Stakes and £6,700), and Ramsbury (who won 30 flat races, value £4,660).
